Trailer Price Boost 
Still Below Cost Level 


The truck-trailer manufacturing 
industry recently hailed an 8.6 per 
cent ceiling price increase granted 
Aug. 15 by the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, but declared the ad- 
vance falls considerably short of 
wage and materials cost increases. 
The increase became effective Au- 
gust 17. 

“Generally speaking, truck-trail- 
er prices up to now have been about 
at the level of 1942, despite sharply 
increased costs throughout the war 
period and since,” said the Truck- 
Trailer Manufacturers Association. 
“First reports from _ individual 
manufacturers emphasize convic- 
tion that the OPA price relief is 
far from enough to offset steep 
expense boosts occasioned by the 
war, and the failure of general re- 
conversion to ‘click’ as rapidly as 
had been hoped. Wage increases, 
it may be noted, have affected more 
than 90-per cent of the truck- trail- 
er producing industry. 

“In view of the fact that trailer 
production remaining under price 
control has been afforded price re- 
lief which is inadequate,” the ass0- 
ciation said, “it is likely the trailer 
industry soon will give serious con- 
sideration to a petition for complete 
decontrol. Manufacturers assert 
that decontrol holds the answer 10 
large volume production and sta 
bilized prices long desired by the 
trucking industry and other users 
of commercial-type trailers.”
